Standard Is swabbing' Marble I,case 
No. 6, important key well on the 
northwest corner or the property. The 
well came in temporarily without 
packer in the hole and stopped flow­ 
ing. A packer was put In and swab­ 
bing commenced. Marble No. 24 of 
I he Petroleum Securities company, 
offsetting Marble Lease No. 6, is pro­ 
ducing better than 100(1 barrels n day.

Tli.. Chunslor-('on field Midway Oil 
company is ready to bail Del Amo 
No. 12 for (i wntor tesl. The well 
was cemented at 8000 feet. It is lo­ 
cated "way out west" on the old He- 
dondo road, offsetting Standard's Rl- 
linwood No. 1.

The Shell Oil company ha; 
Rleumle Xo. 1 to 2285 feet.

The Shell office in the local field 
has had charge of Reyes No. 2. the 
wild well of Dominguez Hill. For 
three days this well spouted oil and 
gas over most of the adjacent country­ 
side. The gas was roaring out at n 
rate of 20,000,000 cubic feet a day. 
The oil flow was estimated at 1500 
barrels. The company pumped 330 
pounds of cement, sawdust and rope 
into the tubing, but failed to check 
the flow. Thursday the well sanded 
up and stopped gushing.

A collapsed casing has caused no 
end of trouble at the Standard Oil 
company's Interstate No. 3. Interstate 
Nos. 1 and 2 are making nbout 500 
barrels each. ,

The i'.-C. M. O. has located Kettler 
2D, 21 and 22 on the Kettler lens 
They are center line wells.

Shell is getting down with Kettler 
No. 10, located not far north of 
Standard's Kettler No. 1 in Lomita. 
In view of Standard's tough luck with 
Ivelller No. 1, the Shell well is being 
watched wllh Interest. It is down 
311(1 feet.

Torrance No. 13 of the Superior OH 
company is off production, after hav­ 
ing made 130 barrels of 20 gravity 
clean oil on the pump. Selby and 
Root have erected a new rig on the 
brick plant lease, not far south of 
Superior's 13 and Mohawk's wet well.

"Nothing new" tells the story of 
Shell's Keystone No. 1, at which the 
crew is still making mechanical 
hanges.

March No. 3 of the Shell company 
is back on production, having made 
730 barrels in the first 20 hours of Its 
renewed flow.

Standard's Kettler No. 1 is making 
100 barrels a day, about half of which 
is mud and water.

Shell's eastern outpost, Dolores No. 
1, formerly \Veston No. 1, east of 
Harbor boulevard, has been drilled to 
1390 feet.

The Santa Fe has seven wells near 
completion. Kettler No. 11 is being 
drilled in; No. 1C has received a 
water shutoff O. K.; No. 13 and No. 
3 are being wtished out, prior to 
swabbing. The first producer on the 
second tier of wells on the Torrance 
lease, north of the old Redondo road, 
will he in soon. No. 42 and No. 50 
are standing cemented. No. 42, sec­ 
ond tier well, south of Carson street, 
is being drilled in the oil sand.

The Standard Oil company has lo­ 
cated Marble Lease No. 12 on the 
northeast corner of the property.

Bernard Le Mohn has located an 
)ffset to Standard's Dominguez No. 4.

ADD 4500 BBLS.

TO PRODUCTION
Old Peterson-Barker

Rig Finally Drills
A Real Hole

C'losc to 4500 barrels new produc­ 
tion was added to the dally produc­ 
tion report of the oil field here during 
the past two days, five new wells haV- 
ing been brought in.

The southwestern territory contrib­ 
uted the two largest producers of the 
week, when the Petroleum Securities 
company and the Chanslor-Canfield 
Midway Oil company brought In 
Marble No. 1C and Torrance No. 40, 
respectively.

The new Oolieny producer ID in the 
center of the southern edge of the 
Marble f>-e property. Drilled to 3800 
feet, it Is making 1150 barrels of 20 
gravity oil, with 340 pounds of gas 
pressure on the tubing.

The .new Santa F.e producer broke 
nil records for flush production during 
its first six hours us u flowing well, 
during which period it flowed 550

barrels. Beaned down,' it is now mak­ 
ing 1050 Tjarrels.

The Standard Oil company com­ 
pleted Marble Fee No. 6.for 750-barrel 
production. The well was drilled to 
3S10 feet.

Shell's March No. 4 went on pro­ 
duction Thursday morning and it: 
yielding 900 barrels a day.

The R. K. Drilling company com­ 
pleted its well at Pine and Eshelman 
streets in East Lomita at 3775 feet 
for a yield of 800 barrels a day. This 1 ! 
well was drilled by Tuck Edens' men 
in quick time. The rig was the one 
which was used for so many months 
on the old Peterson-Barker wildcat 
In the Torrance Industrial tract near 
the Union Tool company's plant.
